At-e-recent meeting of the 
Franklin county branch of the 
Association of University Women, 
held at Stoneleigh-Prospect school 
an important action was taken by 
the organisation, looking toward 
an effort to place many refugee 
children in the homes of the 
county for the duration of the 
war. A committee was named to 
seek homes for these children, 
who are to be sent to America, 
and to act as a clearing house for 
the responsibilities as well as to 
collect funds for the work, such 
privilege having been accorded 
by the State Department at 
Washington. 

‘Mrs, Merritt B. Low of Deer- 
field was named temporary chair- 
man of the committee. Other 
members are Mrs. Paul S. Walcott 
and Mrs. Robert J. Raible of 
Greenfield, Mrs. John W. Heselton 
of Deerfield, Mrs. Margaret Davis 
of Northfield, Mrs. John D. Bas- 
sett and Mrs. M. D. Birdsall ‘of 
Mt. Hermon. Mrs. Walcott will 
have charge of registering homes, 


This decision of the AAUW en-| 


tails much work in the county be- 
fore any child is brought to the 
United, States, it was declared. 
Immigration laws demand that an 
affidavit that such children will not 
‘become public charges. 

That these childten will be 
taken for the duration of the 
war, whether that be. six months 
orvsix years, was emphasized at 
the meeting. Each family taking 
children must cuarantee their 
support. Only passage to this 
country for these children, from 
6 to 16 years, would be paid in 
Engiand.

The Back Yard Gardener 
By G. O. Oleson 


I was listening on the radio the 
other day to a couple of ladies 
talking about flower arrangement, 
and they gave some rather inter- 
esting items that I think are worth 
passing along to you. 

According to them it’s the old 
story of not what you have but 
how you use it. They were empha- 
sizing the fact that you do not 
have to have a large flower garden 
to get material for interesting 
flower arrangements. Weeds as 
well as flowers can be made into 
attractive arrangements, They put 
quite a bit of stress on the Japan- 
ese idea that every flower ar- 
rangement is heaven, man, and 
earth; the top representing heav- 
en, the middle represnting man, 
and the lower one earth. For ex- 
ample, an arrangement of iris— 
one wide open at the bottom, one 
half open, and: the other just in 
bud at the top would represent 
such an arrangement. You must 
also have a suitable container and 
a suitable background. In other 
words, a-floral. arrangement would 
be lost against a shelf of books

ing good flower containers, 

One thing that always bothers 
me in making flower arrange- 
ments is the frog or holder which 
goes in the bottom of the bowl; 
that is, when you are using flat 
‘bowls. Even with most holders, I 
never seem to be able to get flow- 
ers held in just the position I 
want them. But they gave me an 
idea that I think might work. A 
ball of ordinary fine chicken wire 
rolled up and put into the bottom 
of the bowl would make an ex- 
cellent holder. 

Authorities on flower arrange- 
ment divide their flowers into 
three groups—background flow- 
ers, such as baby’s breath and 
forget-me-nots; steeple flowers 
like delphiniums and giads; and 
button flowers like roses and 
tulips and peonies. 

Another point was that flowers 
themselves almost always suggest 
the way that they should be ar- 
ranged. Delphiniums or _ glads 
should be cut with long stems and 
used in tall vases. Low spreading 
flowers can usually go in a low 
bowl,
